The desertion of our theatre, during. tie. 
late engagement of Mr. Conpe s been 
mortifying to the friends of that gentleman, 
and must have been discpuraging. both to 
him and the managers, yet we did not per- 
ceive that the exertions of this accomplish- 
ed tragedian were abated in vigour, nor that 
the fire genius was dimmed of its lus- 
tre.
